two millions of dollars! The number of 
letters delivered during the past year 
reached 173 millions. 
In the postoffice 
there are 692 clerks beside 447 carriers, 
aud during the year each of these carriers 
delivered and collected 505,963 letters. Mr. 
Levi Biakeslee, auditor of the postoffice, 
throagh whose able management and strict 
business methods, the 
expenses of tho 
office are largely reduced, is an uncle of 
Mr. William Alcott, of Spring Valley, in 
this county.

During the past winter a very important 
law was enacted in reference to the collec­ 
tion of statistics ot pauperism and crime in 
this State, which the town cleiks in the 
county should execute In the strictest man­ 
ner possible. Toe first section of the law 
provides that it is the duty of the county 
clerks of the several counties ct this State 
to make reports relating to pauperism anet 
crime in their counties to the State Board 
of Charities an i Ret oral, or any duly con­ 
stituted authority performing its duties, in 
such form as the Board may prescribe 
upon blanks to be provided by the Board. 
It is then made the duty of the town clerks 
in the State to make reports of pauperism 
and 
crime 
to 
the 
county 
clerks, 
and the boards of supervisors of the sev­ 
eral towns should fix the compensation of 
the town clerks for obtaining the statistics 
required by law. This is very import­ 
ant law, and the statistics and information 
collected under it will prove of great value 
to the people of the blate. 


Oae of the shrewdest political observers 
in this State—a man who keeps an eye on 
the movement of every politician and 
every party—thicks that General Grant 
Will not be nominated at Chicago, and that 
Blaine will come in out of the debris of 
G rant’s strength with additional backing 
and will get the nomination.

Louis, to which he is constantly adding; 
and for the past two years has devoted 
himself 
to

has been engaged in secretlv, but has 
spent, it is said, nearly $100,090 In a m an­ 
ufactory at New Haven in the construction 
of his guns. His inventions cover nearly 
the whole field of warfare ; he has w ar­ 
ships of a new pattern, time-9bells to ex ­ 
plode upon a new system, incendiary shells 
for the destruction ot besieged cities, tor­ 
pedoes that are shot at ships from great 
guns and tear the vessel under water, and 
m achineguns, some ot which will fire 
1,000 rounds a m inute.

Thick heavy flannel, and every 
material that absorbed and held the watery 
excretions from the skin, were at all times 
bad. Heavy clothes were bad, and had 
really no 
necessary 
connection with 
warmth. For 
oater garments in cold 
weather, those that were light and fleecy 
were best, and furs were excellent. He 
criticised severely the permanent w ater­ 
proof which shuts up the rain that distils 
from the body at the same time that it keeps 
out the rain which falls from the clouds—a 
distinction with a difference not in favor 
of the wearer of the permanent waterproof. 
Then he dwelt on the color of dress, con­ 
tending that the Lancet was quite right In 
stating that white color was the best even 
in cold weather, while it was admittedly 
the best in the summer season. The ob­ 
jection to white was, of coarse, the readi­ 
ness with which It showed the dirt,—an 
objection which was strictly an advantage 
In a health point of yiew, but which 
would be met practically by modifying 
the color to gray. For all ordinary occa­ 
sions light gray ought to take the place of 
black for outer coverings of the body. 
Black was, in fact, of all colors the very 
worst, and those poor ladies who thought 
It necessary after bereavement to immerse 
themselves for months in crape were indeed 
to be pitied.

GENERAL GRANT. 


The 
V isit to Houston—Enthusiasm 
on the W ay—The i i enerars Mexican 
Policy. 


H ouston, Tuxes, March 29.—General 
Grant and party left San Antonio this 
morning, accompanied by General Ord’s 
family and railway officials, and took din* 
ncr at New Philadelphia ; the Houston 
Committee waited on them and took charge, 
escorting them hither, where 10,000 peo­ 
ple, whites and blacks, received them with 
a national ialate by artillery. Commands 
of military and polico could hardly keep 
the passageway clear. They marched, with 
two bands, foar military companies, several 
colored societies with banners. Knights of 
Pythias, on horses, and a mass of moving 
humanity 
riding and 
afoot, 
through 
the city, 
beneath flags and between 
houses streaming with mottoes ot welcome 
and other devices, all displaying a kind 
greeting. At the hotel receptions were 
accorded, and handshaking followed, atter 
which the Opera boose was visited. They 
leave in the morning tor Clinton, where 
they lake the steamer tor New Orleans. 
The visit to Mobile is still uncertain. On 
the train General Grant, In conversation 
with Colonel Andrews, of tian Antonio, 
jestingly remarked, when the Chicago 
Convention was alluded to, that he was 
satisfied 
that 
the 
canvass 
before 
the 
Convention 
would 
reveal 
who the nominee is to be. 
When asked 
“ What are Washburne’s chances?” he said 
Washburne might be found prominent if 
no nomination is made on the first or 
second ballot; that he was a good man, 
and that either ho or Edmonds woald be 
acceptable. Colonel Andrews, who re­ 
ported the above, being interrogated by a 
reporter, said the General evinced no un­ 
easiness regarding his own chances, though 
he woald not commit himself. 
Regarding 
Mexico the General conversed freely 
with the reporter, saying 
there are 
demagogues in that country who endeavor 
to create political sympathy by the denun­ 
ciation ot Americans, who, they charge, 
desire to annex their country, and, though 
the masses feel satisfied this is not the case, 
it has believers. The General added that 
he hoped the press would urge kind feel­ 
ings toward Mexieo ; that our country 
should assure them that we do not contem­ 
plate 
annexation 
or 
acquisition; 
that 
all 
we 
want 
is 
or them to form a strong, just Govern­ 
ment which will protect lite and property 
and warrant the development of their floe 
country. They should have a treaty of 
reciprocity with our Government, with the 
assurances of mutual confidence; that, for 
one, he prefers such a Government, nuder 
their own control, to an acquisition, that 
we may enjoy their $150,000,000 trade, of 
which we get only a small proportion. 


W ashington, March 29—Senator Cam­ 
eron, of Wisconsin, to-day presented the 
memorial of the Legislature of that State 
asking an appropriation for the construc­ 
tion of the reservoir system of improving 
the Upper Mississippi River. 
Senator 
Cameron also presented a memorial ask­ 
ing Congress to authorize the Secretary of 
War to furnish tents for the army reunion 
to bo held at Milwaukee this fall. Sena­ 
tor Cameron called to*day at the Quarter­ 
master General’s office to inquire bow 
many tents could be furnished, but learned 
that it would be impossible to furnish 
many, as the supply of the army has beeo 
very much reduced by calls from the front 
ler and the supplies sent to yellow lever 
districts last summer.

HEALTH AND DRESS. 


Dr. Rlchardnou’fl V iew s on th e Form , 
M aterial and Color of C lothes. 
From the London Telegraph March 3. 
Dr. Richardson delivered a lecture yes­ 
terday at the London Institution on “Health 
and Dress.” The object of the lecture 
was to show what reforms were most re­ 
quired in order that dress might munster 
to health. What was wanted in the reiorm 
of dress was good fashion for both sexes 
and for everyday life in social intercourse. 
Faulty as the male attire may be in artistic 
points of view, it was, in relation to health, 
perfection aa compared with the dress worn 
by women. It keeps all parts of the body 
eqaally warm; 
it was 
carried by the 
shoulders; it allowed free movement of

and

provided 
for ready change to meet the vicissitudes 
of season. The reform he suggested in 
the dress of women was that it should in 
all practical details have the same advan­ 
tages, and should be, in fact, the same, with 
the4exception of the exterior robe or gown.

this particular occasion, felt perfectly safe 
What was their horror, however, when Mr 
Schurz drew a key (rom his pocket, un­ 
locked the piano, aud began lo play one ut 
his own compofitioLS. Mr. Key, with 
great presence of mind, bethought him of 
the puzzle, and called out: "Schurz, here 
is something that you can’t do.” Mr 
Schurz, piqued by this assertion, left the 
piano,saying: “Ah,yon haven plan fcr 
managing the indians, don’t you?” and 
fell unsuspectingly into the Postmaster’s 
trap. 
Then the President, anxious to know 
what it was that had the power to draw 
Mr. Schurz from the piano, asked to see 
the puzzle, and, after looking at its mo 
meat, said that he thought he could do it. 
*Tt looks easy,” he remarked. 
“There are 
fifteen numbers, and you have to arrange 
them so that there will be eight in one row 
and seven in another, ii certainly seems 
to me as if I had tried that kind of puzz.e 
somewhere, though I can’t at this moment 
recollect where it was.” Mi. Key corrected 
him, and explained that the great difficulty 
was to.srrange the numbers lo order.

The Vigilance ComoiltUe of 1820 in San 
Francisco was not the first one organized 
in San Francisco, hut the second. In 1850 
a much greater excitement 
prevailed, 
caused by the summary execution ol Whit- 
tiber and McKenzie, two members of the 
* Hounds” Association, the pr< decessors cf 
the present “Hoodlum?.” In that year 
the frequent assassinations, murders and 
audacious violations of law perpetrated by 
these villains, who went un whipped of jus­ 
tice, the ministers of which, as well a9 jur­ 
ies, were shamelessly bribed iu the most 
open manner tty these scoundrels, at last 
caused the citizens to invoke the aid of 
Judge Lynch. 
The discoveries of gold had brought to 
California the scam of every country under 
the sun, as well as many legitimate and 
Honorable adventurers, and among the for­ 
mer were the ticket of 
leave men and 
British convicts from Australia, kuown in 
the country as “Botany Bay men.” These 
me libers of the swell mob lost no time in 
taking advantage of the peculiar circum* 
stances of the new country, which offered 
such very tempting opportunities to prac­ 
tice their nefarious operations, ani organ­ 
ized at once a fraternity, with signs, pass­ 
words, and all the cohesive rales of other 
secret societies. 
The “Hounds” extended themselves all 
over the territory, and their crimes became 
notorious every where, especially in the 
mining districts. From their perfect or­ 
ganization these acts of lawlessness re­ 
mained for some time secret, especially as 
he law abiding portion of the community 
was thrown off the scent by their SEHI 
in warding off*suspicion from themselves 
to the 


UNFORTUNATE MEXICANS AND CHINESE, 
some of whom were actually put to death 
tor the stoa of the Botany Biy men. En- 
courged by this immunity from plinth 
meet, tbtse ffeLcU became b jlder ana dual­ 
ly threw off all disguise, encouraged by 
the tact that they possessed a large tuud to 
use in lavish bribes to Judges, jar us, coun­ 
sel, and even to persons still higher in 
authority, aud who shared the spoils with 
them, aa was "confidently asserted at the 
time. A jail bad been erected and the 
notorious Jack !iay«9, formerly of Texas, 
was Sh* riff, and had the prisoners in his 
cQstody there, as well as in a prison brig 
iu a harbor, where they were supp: sed to 
ne si CU re by iffioateil Ii lends until tie 
time sit down tor their trial, al which 
they to* k care to be present, provided who 
Cue “sinews of war” lo grease the “itching 
palms” of the so calLd efflCcrs ol justice. 
The citizens, however, had, as in the pres­ 
e t case, bee ii carefully organizing abd 
arming themselves*,, and at the tap ol the 
tied, mo in ted al their headquarters in 
Montgomery street, could quickly assemble 
a lorce of nut less that 40b men. 
But, a1 
{.bough the “Hounds” knew ol lb s organi­ 
zation, they despised i% thinking ii c >ulJ 
be defied by their superior cra<t .and in >rc 
extended ii llueuce, as wed as the dread 
a reedy lnspued by their threats ot.veu- 
gvaucc < n those who thwarted .their well 
aid wed. 
In September, 1850 in afternoon, the re­ 
peated strokes of the bell summoned the 
vigilantes to their headquarters in a coup­ 
le oi frame warehouses, with gables on the 
street, in the lofts of which their meetings 
were held, and which were

ryer the walk below tor hoisting in goods. 
in this case the meeting was called to con­ 
sider the foal murder of a peaceful mer­ 
chant, whose store on the wbarl had been 
entered, his throat cut. and a safe contain- 
iug a large amount of gold dust and moLey 
lowered iuto a boat and carried off. at the 
uour of 2 o’clock p. rn, one week previous* 
y. 
Although 
the 
robbers 
and 
murderers had been arrested and were in 
prison, it was well known that from meas* 
urea which had been taken they would 
escape unharmed from the grip of the law 
After the proceedings at the meeting held 
in the loft, a finer battalion than that which 
assembled and formed in the street below 
could not have been seen on this coast at 
the time. The march to the jail, the secur 
lag of the tito Botany Bay men, despite 
the bravado of the Sheriff and his myrmi­ 
dons, occupied scarcely half an hour, and 
che culprits, Whittaker and McKenzie, 
were arraigned before Judge Lynch at me 
lofis of the vigilante. Their trial lasted 
•bout two hours more, and they were then 
deliberately sentenced to death by hanging 
within twenty minutes. It was all done 
formally and without heal or passion by 
the authoiuies appointed by the meeting 
in the presence of the vast throng as-em- 
bled, the culprits confessed tneir guilt of 
che murder and robbery. Then came the 
execution. A suitable rope was procured 
and drove through the sheaves in tne pro* 
j cling beams, in at the open doors of the 
iottH, and tore and aft, the latter through 
leading blocks,

and none present were suffered to be ex­ 
empt from his share in the condign pun­ 
ishment to be meted out to the condemned 
criminals. 
Aud low an unforeseen difficulty pre­ 
sented itself. Although there were many 
o d seamen in the assemblage, none of them 
knew how to make a hangman's knot 
This is not a knot used in seamanship 
other than for the use assigned It by its 
name, and, being very peculiar—eeven 
round turns on the standing part and 
three loops—few sailors can make it. There 
was, however, an old officer in the crowd, 
who had probably learned to make the 
knot when a middy, as these youog gen 
Hemen are In the habit of carrying a rope’s 
end doling the period ct their probation 
and practicing atli the various knots, bends, 
hitches, eta. and the hangman's knot was 
made and turned out again for an old salt 
to make finally tor use. A boatswain’? 
call sounded, all tailed on to the whips, ar d, 
with “a long pull, a strong pull, and e pun 
together.” the rope drew taut, ann toe 
manacled and condemned criminals, with 
muffled Lees, were drawn out of the doors 
and up to

doers, for several hours, their fate drawing 
lorth a long db cushion among the lmmense 
crowd which filled the street from end to 
end.giviog place to each olh r beneath the 
swaying corpses. 
ttThe vigi antes remained under arms in 
the lofts until sunset, when the bodies were 
lowered aud delivered to the custody of 
their friends. 
Then the battalion again 
paraded and was dismissed, the men dis­ 
porting to their homes, i*ady to assemble 
again if needed, and the vigilance commit­ 
tee soon became a part of the past history 
of California. A panic seized on the ar­ 
rogant and insolent “Hounds,” their or­ 
ganization was broken, and for weeks af­ 
terward every ship leaving the port sailed 
freighted w th Botany Bay men, terror 
stricken at the violent and repetitive meas 
urea < f the Yankee Judge Lynch, and the 
prompt retribute justice of this “bursted 
country.” The legal gentlemen of the citv 
tne J bald to “vindicate the laws” by a g 
tempts looking to the arrest ot leading 
men of the vigilantes, but public opioid n 
gave a verdict ol “served them* rightly” 
aud frowned down the movement, and the 
city tad State resumed Its wonted calm­ 


ness in time, to last for several years.’ 
Tnere are few now living, I believe, who 
witnessed the scenes I have endeavored to 
dtscribe, and the event has, in a measure, 
pissed out of the memories of even the 
“forty-niners” who remain, but the ex­ 
ample has never been forgotten or disre­ 
garded. For many reasons it is well to 
preserve the record,and I have ventured to 
write for jour columns this account of an 
eye witness to the memorable proceedings 
of the vigilantes of 1850.
